Ottawa, April 16. (Special to The 
Recorder) Military funeral scrvlcex, 
from time Immemoratle, have been 
lmprGS!!lve to an extent that no other 
service could vie and In the records 
at the Dominion Archives Is a letter 
which contains the Instructions for 
the burial of Major General Brock 
and Lieut. lol. Macdonell, which re¬ 
calls that all the tribute possible at 
that time was shown these brave men 
The order Is dated at Fort Georgb, 
October 16th. 1812, and Is called the 
District General Order. It reads;

They were sure¬ 
ly good to look at. 

Well, tlie answer is the right kind 
of stock to start with. Mr. Robirtt 
had a good warm straw shed for these 
animals, and trouglis for Bectalc.sses, 
pulp, salt etc, so that the feed was 
kept clean and .some was always lie- 
fore them. 

This winter was somewhat in the 
n-ianner of an experiment on winter 
feeding, and in Mr. Robert's car: has 
paid a handsome dividend on tlie off 
season's work, an I. B. Is already to 
go even stronger next year. 

What Mr. Roberts has done, cthe's 
could do, to whatever extent their con 
ditions. and by turning the winter 
months into profitable work, lift the 
mortgage, pay all delits and have the 
farm clear.

DRINKING FOR HEALTH 

The body of the average person con 
tains about seventy per cent water. It 
is important, therefore, that the in¬ 
dividual see to it that a sufficient am 
ount of water is supplied to his body 

It Is not possible to say ju.st how 
much water a person should ucu be- 
eause the amount varies, depending 
ipon his occupation and the beat and 
moisture of the atmosphere in wh'cl 
he llvej and works. Working out of 
loor on a hot day, a man gets rid of 
1 considerable quantity of water by 
lie evaporation of water from the 
skin. 

Generally speaking, most people dr 
not secure a sufficient amount o' 
water; either they do not drink en 
ougli water or other luids, or they dc 
not eat sufficiently of food containing 
a high percentage of water. 

Water ia usually so easily and read¬ 
ily obtained that it ia not generally 
appreciated. We are apt to think o' 
it only at those times when we are 
thirsty and there is none available. It 
is likely that many persons who now 
enjoy health would feel even better if 
they were to Increas their fluid intake 
by developing the habit of drinking a 
glass or two of water before break- 
ast and between meals. 

There is no objection to a moderate 
use of water with meals, but it Is 
listinclly harmful to use water or 
any other beverae to wash down food. 
Hiink should not be taken while food 
is in the mouth. Before drinking, any 
'ood that is in tlie mouth should be 
thoroughly masticated and swallowad. 

Water acts as a food solpent. It is 
t most valuable aid In securing reg¬ 
ular and complete elimination of body 
wastes. Water is also necessary for

A dally water-drinking rout¬ 
ine should be adopted, regardless of 
the absence of thirst. 

Like all good things, abusa may do 
bam- If six glasses of water a day 
are good it does not follow lUat eight 
een are three times better. Excess is 
never desirable and in those who suff¬ 
er from a heart or kidney condition 
excessive drinking of water may be 
definitely harmful.

Ottawa. Apr.l 15. (Special to The 
Uecordor) ITobabiy the only method 
of spreading human influenza i.s para- 
age of the germ from one person to 
another, ar.<l avoidance of the disease 
Is ba.'^ed on preventing conlact.s with 
sufferers, according to a statement 
made public by the rubllc Health 
Service. 

In th? statement which was i.ssucd 
it reads: Wo do not yet know' exactly 
what causc.s epidemic Influenza, but 
we arc at least .sure that It is not 
due, as our forefathers used to sup¬ 
pose. to volcanic eruptions or earth¬ 
quakes or to poisonous ga.ses emitted 
from the stars. There is every reason 
for believing that Influenza Is a typlc 
al infectious di.scasc caused by a liv¬ 
ing, although yet undiscovered, germ 
or microbe. 

There t.s no ev dence that the germ 
() ever convoyed by drinking water 
or by milk, or that it can be blown 
about in dust for a period of time 
Neither U there any evidence Uiat 
biting in.sects transmit influenza ii 
the way that they are kown to tran^- 
r.iit such di.seases as malaria or th? 
bubonic plague. Although dome.stic 
animals, .such as horses, suffer from 
disc.ases sometimes termed influcnzi 
t.iese di.4oasea are cau.sed by different 
riicrobes and have nothing to do with 
the human infection. 

All that is known about humai 
i 'fluenza supports the view that the 
germ i.s passed more or le.ss directly 
f om one human being to another, 
rrobably this is the oiily mode 
t . an.mit.s.sion. Small particles of muc- 
I H or saliv*a may be dislodged from the 
nose or throat in ahe act of sneezing 
coughing, loud talking or laughing 
rnd they may contain the germ of in¬ 
fluenza. It is a wise precaution, there 
fire, to avoid too close contact w'it> 
i.ifluenza patients, just as it is w'ell ti 
avoid contact with per.<?ons who have 
colds. 

Various vaccines, .serums, preparer 
riedicine.s and drugs and even alchol 

I ’ beverages are sometimes urged a®- 
preventive.s aainst influenza. There i 
^ et no evidenc that any of them ar, 
of value in warding off the infection 
At the first signs of Illness the pat- 
i'-nt should be as completely isolate*^ 
p.s possible. Every individual shoub’ 
fxercl.se due precaution to protect 
himself and to avoid transmitting It
